especially those clauses 
relating to 


labor, soldier bonus and the Volstead 
act. 
He declared hr believed in the 


right of labor to organize 
and 
the 


right to strike but 
he condemned 


labor agitators who. he charged, 
foment many labor disturbances that 
might have been avoided. 
He advo- 


cated an industrial court to arbitrate 
differences between capital and labor 
in order to protect the public. 


Judge- Graass pledged 
himself to 


work for adjusted compensation for 
war veterans if he is elected to con- 
gress and rapped 
the present con- 


gress for its cowardice in passing a 
soldier bonus bill and then failing to 
provide means for its payment, there- 
by causing it to be voted by the presi- 
dent. 
The speaker said that so long as 


the Volstead act is the law of the 
land it must be enforced but there is 


so much dissatisfaction with the law 
that he would urge a referendum to 
determine whether the law should be 
continued or if it should be modified. 


"I want you to guard your ballot," 


the judge said in concluding his ad- 
dress. "First find out about the men 
who are candidates for office, study 
their records and

platforms, 


and then go to ths polls and vote for 
the men who you believe will best 
serve you and I will abide by the re- 
sult."

Silvering Delicate Process

Petrograd and soon, connoiseurs fear, 
only Russian wines

stock. 


After the Soviet government abol- 


ished total prohibition and placed the 
country on a wine and beer basis, all 
of the stocks of Burgundies, Bordeaux 
and Champagnes which were sealed 
up when the Czar, early m the •war. 
decreed prohibition, and other private 
stocks which were confiscated by the 
Bolsheviki, were placed in the mar- 
ket. 
Some went to private dealers, 


but by far the largest shore has been 
reserved for the government shops 
The principal one of these in Moscow 
is an elaborate establishment, with 
uniformed footmen at the doors Be- 
fore it long lines of carriages may be 
seen at certain hours of the dav, and 
it generallv is thronged with buvers. 


WINE IS CHEAP 


In these stores good French claret 


is still to be had at the equivalent of 
about $1 50 a bottle while excellent 
champagnes, some of them of par 
ticularly good years, are sold at from 
?5 to $6 a quart. 


Russian wines, 
produced 
in the 


Caucasus and in the Crimea, can be 
had at from 50 cents a bottle for cla- 
ret to about ?2 a bottle for excellent 


port and Madeira types

the South Russian vineyards are pro- 
ducing more this year

gal to sell vodka, and "bootlegging" 
is auite prevalent in Moscow. Occa- 
sionally a drunken man is to bi> seen 
in the streets. The high newer spir- 
its that are sold surreptitiously are 
generally impure and have the usual 
disastrous effects, but those in the 
know have little difficulty in securing 
good Russian cognac at from $3 to 
$4 a bottle. The legal limit, however, 
is 20 per cent alcohol, this being the 
Russian conception of "light wines."

The real dancer of a soft 
coal 


shortage lie> in the fact that many who 
customarily burn bard coal will have to 
use soft coal. 
However, with exports low 


and heavy consumers buying hand-to- 
mouth instead of building up reserve 
stocks, the outlook is that the country will 
be able to pull through the winter without 
any acute shortage in the average com- 
munity. 
In a rough way. it looks as if 


America will have enough coal in the fur- 
nace but none too much in the bin. The 
winter market is developing as a matter 
of buying in small quantities when need- 
ed, the same as sugar and flour. 


The northwest, which 
is always the 


danger spot when a coal shortage threat- 
ens, so far this so a-on has received by 
Great lakes about 
R.OfiO.OOO tons of 


soft coal below norma!. 
It is too late to 


catch up with this shortage, so the deficit 
will have to be shipped by railroads. Sia- 
tisijcally the general coal situation does 
not look alarming, unless ihe market is 
manipulated from th" inside or the buy- 
ers stampede.

Paris—Either 
a European 
policy 


or European anarchy is the great prob- 
lem of thc present time in the opinion 
of Oustavc Rodrigues who, writing in 
L'ERE NOUVELLE says: 


"I am just traveling through the 


Rhine country and looking' on at a 
distance at the huge fall of the mark. 
T say 'at a distance' because there 
are such numbers of foreign tourists 
that there is superficially a certain 
impression of vitality and prosperity. 
But there is no mistake about it there 
is a great deal of real misery, merited 
if you like, but none the less favor- 
able to the development of an anarchy 
which might draw in Germany and 
perhaps even France. 


"You will pardon me for speaking 


of details, but I consider them signi- 
ficative. There is want of linen in first 
class hatels in C'oblenc" and Mayence. 
Table napkins and clothes are still 
of paper. 
Soap no longer to be had. 


Even the best trains have no curtains 
to their windows. Everywhere people 
are being refused in the hotels, and 
you can only go and stay wtih the 
inhabitant^. Families which were rich 
yesterday are reduced to taking in 
boarders and are glad to earn a. few- 
hundred marks which will allow them 
to buy black bread and potatoes. Much 
has been said of Austrian misery, and 
FOOD much will be heard of German 
distress, unless some way is found 
of stopping the current which their 
country is descending with terrible 
rapidity. 


"Of course those who are working 


have a better chance. But if statistics 
can be believed, salaries, even greatly 
reduced are from 30 to 60 percent o£ 
their pre-war amount. I do not think 
that in general they exceed Ihis last 
Hum. 
and in spite of the cheapness 


of living for foreigners, it must not 
be forgotten t.haf the mark is the, 
monetary standard in Germany just 
as the franc, is in 1rrance.

Training in work with sources of 


history is seldom given 
to under- 


graduate students, especially in the 
smaller colleges. Dr. JIcHarg's class- 
es in this work have complied refer- 
ence material on severa subjects for 
the history department, 
but 
have 


never 
undertaken anything before 


which has so great a value to the 
community. The work is of a rr-ost 
serious tvpe of study and demands a 
gro.-U deal of time from tho student. 
It is only those students who are in- 
terested history even 
beyond 
the 


teaching of it in high schools that arc 
going the work.
